Francis  Ball  -  came  from  Wiltshire,  England,   son  of  William  Ball.  He 
helped  to  found  Springfield,  Mass.   in  1640  ( A  brother,   Col.  William 
Ball)  arrived  about  I65O  and  settled   In  Lancaster  County,  Virginia.  One 
of  his  sons,   Col.  James  Ball  of  Epoing  Forest,   married  Julia  Romery  and 
after  her  death,   married  Mary  Montague  Johnson.  Their  daughter,  Mary, 
married  John  Washington  and  their  son  was  George  Washington. 

I  might  say  here  that  the  complete  record  of  the  Ball  Family  was  des- 
troyed by  fire  several  years  ago  and  we  have  never  been  able  to  get  all 
the  connecting  history  gathered  again  as  the  letters  between  branches  of 
the  family  were  also  burned.  My  Aunt,  Miss  Alice  Ball,  was  trying  to  con- 
tact the  families  again  but  ill  health  and  finally  her  death  put  a  stop 
to  all  this.   It  is  too  bad  for  it  is  an  interesting  subject,  the  history 
going  back  to  the  1400' s.  However,  the  following  is  part  of  the  family 
tree . 

Jacob,  Solomon  and  Shadereck  came  to  Canada  in  1783,  chosing  different 
sections  of  Canada  in  which  to  settle.  Jacob  Ball  settled  in  Brome  County 
Quebec.  He  was  born  in  1764  at  New  Vane  (Newf ane? ) ,  Vermont.  He  married 
Elizabeth  Stone  and  they  had  three  children    -    James        Darius  and  one 
daughter,  Dorinda. 

Darius  Ball  married  Mary  Rickles  Soules  and  they  had  nine  children. 
Mary  R.   Soules  came  from  Rhode  Island.  The  records  at  Plymouth  show  that 
the  Soules  family  came  over  in  the  Mayflower  in  1620.  The  children  born 
to  Darius  and  Mary  Ball  were  -    Urania,  Hector,  James,   Joseph,  Eliza, 
Orillia  and  Dorinda. 

James,  the  4th  child  of  Darius  and  Mary  came  with  their  father  and  mother 
in  I836  to  Haldimand  county.  They  travelled  by  boat  and  included  in  the 
cargo  was  the  bell  for  the  Mohawk  Indian  Church  at  Brantford,  Ontario. 
The  family  settled  on  the  main  road  to  Hagersville,   2  1/2  miles  from  Cal- 
edonia. James  married  Altimira  Mutchmore,  Feb.  19th,  1845-  Altimira  died 
Nov.  28th,  1875  and  James,  Dec.  1,  1907  and  are  both  buried  at  the  Caledonia 
cemetery.  They  had  9  children;  Mary,  Hector,   Clarissa,  Eliza,  Emily,  Zephy, 
William,  Alice  and  Nicholas.  Nicholas  is  the  aaLy  surviving  member  of  the 
family  (  at  the  time  of  this  writing)  and  is  84  years  old,  having  been  born 
May  12th,  1870.  He  married  Maggie  Tingle  June  1,  1898-  she  died  Aug.  2,1932 
and  is  buried  at  Mount  Pleasant  Cemetery.  They  had  two  children,  (Altimira, 
(Alta)  Dorcas)  born  Nov.  8th,  1899  at  Portage  la  Prairie,  Manitoba  and  the 
son,  Ralph  Hector  Garland  Ball,  Alta's  brother,  born  Oct.  31,   1901  -died 
in  March  20,  1920  -  buried  Mount  lleasant  Cemetery,  Toronto  -  Alta  Ball 
still  lives  in  Toronto.  Nicholas  Ball  died  Dec.  30,  1955  -  buried  in  Mi 
P.  Cemetery.  Toronto.

The  RICE  name  is  of  Welsh  origin  and  varies  -  RHYS  and  others  from  South 
Wales  and  in  many  parts  of  the  world  now.  This  family  is  found  to  be  descend- 
ed from  Vyron  Reged,  Lord  of  Kidwelly,  Corunllon  and  YsKenen,  by  Margaret  La 
Faye,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Gorious,  Duke  of  Cornwall.  Sir  Rys  Ap- Thomas,  19th 
in  descent  from  Gorlois,  was  founder  of  the  English  House  of  Rice.  Of  this 
dlstinquished  person,   (Reference  Fuller,  in  his  "Worthies")  writes  "Sir  RHYS 
ap- Thomas  of  Elmalen  in  Car  Marthen,  was  never  more  than  a  Knight,  and  yet  a 
little  less  than  a  prince  in  his  native  country".  King  Henry  Vll,  for  help 
that  Sir  Rys  ap-Thomas  had  given  him,  made  the  latter  a  Knight  Banneret,  and 
later  a  Knight  Companion  of  the  Most  Noble  Oeder  of  the  Garter.  Sir  Rys  was 
son  of  Thomas,  ap  Griffith,  and  his  first  wife,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir 
John  Griffith,  Knight.  His  descent  is  traced  as  follows 

VYRON  REGEDhad  PAS GEN,  who  had  MORE,  who  had  RIRID,  who  had  LLOWARCH,  who  had 
RUN,  who  had  SEYSSEYELT,  who  had  GWRWARED,  who  had  ANARAWD,  vho  had  KYNHAITH/ 
WY,  who  had  LLOWARCH.  who  had  EINON,  who  had  GRONY.  The  last  named  married 
Lliwelydd  v  Einion  Klud  Arglwydd  y  ddwy  Elvall,  of  Radnorshire.  They  had 
Elider,  who  married  Gladys,  daughter  of  Philip  ap  Buck;  and  who  had  Philip, 
who  married  Gladys,     daughter  of  David  Fras,  Esq.  The  latter  had  Nicholas, who 
married  the  second  daughter  of  Griffith  ap  Llewelyn  Volthers.  Their  son, 
Griff id  married  Mable  Dwnn;  their  son,  Sir  Thomas  ap  Griffith  married  Eliz- 
abeth Griffith;  their  son  Rys  ap  Thomas  married  Mable,  daughter  of  Henry  ap 
William, Esq.  and  by  her  had  a  son,  Sir  Griffith  ap  ^hys,   (Ryce  or  Rice).  Sir 
Griffith  Ryce  or  (Rice)  married  Catherine  St.  John,  daughter  of  Sir  John  and 
Sybil, (daughter  of  Morgan  ap  Jenkyn  Philip)  St.  John,  and  they  were  parents 
of  four  children.  One  of  these,  Rhys  ap  Griffith  Pice,  had  Griffith  Rice,  who 
was  the  grandfather  of  the  American  Ancestor. 

Deacon  Edmund  Rice,  the  original  American  Ancestor  of  this  line  was  a  great 
great-grandson  of  Sir.  Griffith  Rice,  who  was  a  Knight  of  the  Bath  at  the 
marriage  of  Arthur,  Prince  of  Wales,  in  1501.  Edmund  RlM  and  his  wife, 
Taraazine,  were  living,  in  1627,   in  the  Village  of  Berknarastead,  twenty-eight 
miles  nofcth  of  London,  in  Hertfordshire.  The  first  three  children  were  doubt- 
less born  in  Sudbury,  Buckinghamshire  and  five  others  were  baptized  at  Berk- 
hams  tead.  Edmund  Rice,  and  his  wife,  with  seven  of  these  children  (one  had 
died  and  one  was  born  during  the  Voyage)  landed  in  Massachusetts  in  1638.  In 
1639  he  was  living  in  Sudbury,  Mass.  on  the  east  side  of  the  Sudbury  River  in 
the  southerly  part  of  what  is  now  Wayland.  He  was  a  selectman  ih  1644  and 
after,  and  became  a  deacon  in  1648.  In  I656  he  was  one  of  thirteen  petitioners 
who  besought  the  General  Court  for  a  new  plantation.  In  1660  he  removed  to  the 
said  new  plantation  (Marlboro)  and  was  there  granted  fifty  acres  of  land.  He 
died  there,  Marlboro,  Mass.

gain  access  to  any  information  available.  Some  think  that  Col  Wm.  Ball 
could  have  been  a  son  of  Richard  Ball,   also  in  my  notes. 

In  your  notes  you  have  James  Ball(6)and  wondered  if  he  could  be  the 
^    father  of  Shadrack  etc.   I  don't  think  so  as  James  J^hj^a^Jb^^ 

Shadrack,   I  think, was  the  e_lde°t  and_  he  was  born^^Jb^JbuJLIi^  which 
would  make  James  (6)  18  years  of  age  when  Shadrack  was  born  -  would  have 
been  married  at  age  17  -  could  be  I  guess,  but  doubt  that  he  would  marry 
that  early  in  those  days,  so  am  fairly  sure  he  would  not  be  the  father  of 
Shadrack. 

Do  hope  my  notes  will  helo  you  make  order  out  of  chaos  -  wish  I  had  more 
time  to  put  mine  more  in  order  -  but  not  until  later  -  any  more  notes  come 
I  will  keep  you  posted     -  God  bless  you  in  your  conf uslon, and  me,   in  mine.
